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Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent 
basis for the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR L75(d){l) and MPEP 
§ 608.01{o). Correction of the following is required: there is no teaching of 
phenyl alkyl phosphate, (CajR? PO4, a cyclic ethyl carbonate, C2 H4 CO3, and 
derivatives thereof, where the 1 to 4 hydrogen groups are replaced with a Cl- 
C6 alkane in the specification. To overcome this objection, it is suggested that 
the above recited limitations are added to the specification. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-32 are allowable of the prior art of record, because the 
combination of a flame retardant, anode passivation additive and gas 
suppression additive provides results which are significantly superior to results 
of the individual components and would not be obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art. The results in Table 1 show that the three materials together results 
in a cell volume change after overcharge of only 2.9% for the three additives 
compared to 19% for the anode passivation additive alone and 16% for the flam 
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retardant alone. Therefore, the instant claims are allowable over the rejections 
of record.
